REFORM NEEDED IN SECOND-HAND 
BOOKSELLERS’ CATALOGUES. 


WE commend to the attention of dealers in 
second-hand books who publish, or who may 
contemplate publishing, catalogues, the argu- 
ment made elsewhere in this issue by Charles 
Welsh in favor of a more uniform system in ar- 
ranging their lists than now prevails. With few 
exceptions, the Anglo-Saxon and Gallic book- 
sellers seem possessed with the desire to render 
their lists as unattractive and unreadable as 
possible. If their purpose were to obstruct and 
hinder rather than to facilitate the sale of the 
books which they offer through the medium of 
their catalogues, we cannot conceive it possible 
that they could succeed better. 

The race of leisurely bookbuyers and collec- 
tors who could afford to spend as much time in 
browsing among the leaves of booksellers’ 
catalogues, as they actually consumed in rum- 
maging among their stalls and shelves, has 
passed away with the stage-coach and other 
institutions of similar deliberate and leisurely 
character. In its place stands a generation to 
whom time and money are synonymous, and 
who are impatient with every device that would 
appear torobthemofeither. Many of the more 
profitable-of the bookseller’s customers belong 
to this class, who never give the catalogues 


against which these remarks are directed more 
time or attention than is involved in the effort 
required to consign them to the waste-paper bas- 
ket. Indeed, many of these catalogues are never 
even taken out of their envelopes. Nor do they 


‘meet with a better fate at the hands of the li- 


brarian and bookseller—two patrons whose 
idiosyncrasies the ‘‘trade” certainly cannot 
afford to disregard. 

Many an ‘‘ odd” book that has been carried 
over from yearto year would no doubt have 
found a grateful purchaser at once if it had not 
been hidden away in the dealer's catalogues as 
effectually as it very likely was in his stock. 
There are dealers, we readily admit, whose col- 
lections of books and manuscripts are so rich 
and important that any collector would be 
amply repaid for all the time he might be 
obliged to spend in becoming acquainted with 
them through the medium of a catalogue pre- 
pared on even the most obscure plan. But, as 
a matter of fact, these are the very dealers who 
have become world famous for their model cata- 
logues, concisely and scientifically prepared. 
Many of their catalogues are treasured by bib- 
liophiles and bibliographers as works of refer- 
ence, and in time command high prices when- 
ever offered for sale. 

It may perhaps be too much to expect dealers 
to work at once up to the ideals of Mr. Welsh. 
A fair beginning might be made if the books 
offered were arranged by the dealer in one 
alphabet under authors’ names, or under the 
first word of the title in the case of anonymous 
books. In time we might hope for class 
lists similar to those of Quaritch or Harrasso- 
witz—to mention but two names of those fa- 
mous for their excellent catalogues. The word 
‘* miscellaneous,’’ so dear to the hearts of our 
second-hand booksellers, never appears on the 
title-pages of Quaritch’s or Harrassowitz’s cata- 
logues. Everything in their stock belongs to a 
distinct class, or is related so closely to it that 
the dullest could not confound it with another. 
And on this plan their catalogues are built up. 
To point a moral, in closing, we will take as an’ 
example a catalogue that has just reached us. 
It is a list of ‘‘German Literature from 1500 to 
Modern Times.” The collection of 2232 works 
is divided as follows: (1) Journals and Collected 
Works; (2) History of German Literature and 
Bibliography; (3) Literature of the 16th. Cen- 
tury to the Period of the Classics; (4) Classic - 
Period ; (5) Post Classic Period to Modern 
Times; (6) Translations from Old German and 
from Foreign Languages. In a seventh sec- 
tion are given the titles of books and pamphlets 
that relate to the history and literature of the 
subject, but that could not be strictly included 
in any of the preceding six classes. It is hard- 
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ly necessary to add that the scholar, the col- 
lector, the librarian, or whoever else may be 
interested in the subject, need not lose a mo- 
ment’s time to ascertain whether the collection 
contains anything that he should possess. Fur- 
thermore, this catalogue will very likely find a 
permanent place in the library of many phi- 
lulogists and students of literature, and so im- 
press its maker’s name favorably upon the 
memory of the bookbuyer for all time to come. 
Nor should it be necessary further to point out 
to the offenders their folly in defeating every 
object for which time and money is employed 
in making a catalogue. Far better would it be 
for their reputation and business were they to 
leave the making of catalogues to those who 
understand this matter better thanthey. The 
added expense in the beginning might in the 
end be money in their purse. 





HERBERT S. STONE & CO.’S NEW 
QUARTERS. 


HERBERT S. STONE & Co. have made them- 
selves a far-reaching reputation for original 
and artistic taste as publishers. They have 
now made arrangements to house their grow- 
ing business in a building as uniquely artistic 
as the work it is to turm out. 

Back of the old Willoughby residence on 
Michigan Avenue there used to be a barn 
fronting on to Eldridge*Court. It had been | 
constructed without any attempt to spare ex- 
pense, and with its picturesque turrets, gables, 
and balconies was very little like an ordinary 
stable. Last spring the publishers secured a 
lease of this building, and not only rescued it 
from the decay into which it was falling, but 
completely rear- 
ranged, rebuilt, 
and redecorated 


The main room 
downstairs is a 
quaint and hos- 
pitable looking 
reception-room. 
It is twenty by 
forty feet and 
is paved with 
bricks in the 
Dutch fashion. 
In one corner is 
a Capacious open 
fireplace of 


that one can 
easily step in- 
side. The room 
is wainscoted all 
around with 
dark wood, and 
here and there 
seats are built 
against the wall. 
The ceiling is’ 
crossed by heavy 
beams. The 
rough plastering 
of the walls 
and ceiling is 
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painted a brilliant wood green. There are 
many interesting photographs, portraits, and 
original drawings framed and hanging about 
the room, and altogether there is an air which 
is as unlike commercial Chicago as can well be 
imagined. But the rest of the lower floor, 
which is given over to the general business 
office and the shipping-room, lays claims to 
convenience first and beauty afterwards. Up- 
stairs there are pleasant editorial rooms and 
private offices, from the windows of which there 
is a lovely view across the Lake Front Park, 
and the hill on which the Logan statue stands 
to the Jake beyond, and there is a spacious 
third story, which is used as a storeroom. 

Judging by its counterfeit presentment, Her- 
bert S. Stone & Co. may certainly be congratu- 
lated upon having one of the most artistic 
publishing houses in the United States, as well 
as upon being so blessed with the needful means 
that they can afford to educate the public, even 
by their office buildings, in such taste as will in 
time bring them sure reward. 





THE MANUSCRIPT ARCHIVES OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 


In his annual report John Russell Young, 
Librarian of Congress, calls attention to the 
extent and value of the manuscript collections 
in the following words: 

‘* The Department of State has the most im- 
portant collection of manuscript archives. 
Among them are papers of Washington in 336 
volumes folio, Madison in 75, and Jefferson in 
137 volumes quarto. The Franklin papers arein 
32 volumes, and those of Monroe in 22 volumes 
quarto. The Hamilton papers are in 65 volumes 
folio. For these the government paid $165,000. 
The Department of State came into possession 
of the documents relating to the Revolutionary 
War, not because such an arrangement was 
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suitable, but because there was no other branch | 


of the government to which they might go, 
Now that Congress has created a department 
of manuscripts, this should be their destination. 

‘*The manuscript archives of the War De- 
partment began in 1800. In the record and 
pension division of this departmentis gathered 
a large mass of inaccessible material, covering 
inthe main the Revolutionary period, and in 
consequence having interest only because of 
its historical value. This consists of muster- 
rolls, roster, and company returns, in many 
instances minute descriptive accounts, records 
of army service, commissions, and papers of 
similar character. The most interesting, 
though not the most valuable volumes are the 


oaths’ of allegiance taken at Valley Forge, . 


which embraces the officers of the American 
army, from Washington down. 

‘‘ fhe manuscript archives of the Navy De- 
partment, fortunately, were saved when the 
department was burned by the British in 1814. 
Secretary Jones reports the preservation of the 
papers and effects, except the furniture of the 
office. Asin the War Department, the corre- 
spondence is arranged in two groups, letters 
received and letters sent. Aninteresting series 
is that known as ‘captains’ letters,’ in 350 vol- 
umes, beginning in 1805. Of nearly equal 
import are the ‘master’ commandant letters, 
1804-1837, and the ‘commanders’ letters, 
1838-1850, making 93 volumes in all. In ad- 
dition to the above there is a series of 390 
volumes, beginning in 1797. As the business 
of the department increased, and the work was 
distributed more systematically among its 
officers, new series were begun. 

‘Thus the report of the African squadron 
dates from 1819, marine corps letters from 1823, 
and executive letters from 1843. Communica- 
tions from the board of the navy commission- 
ers form a series from 1827 to 1842, when the 
board was abolished and its place taken by the 
bureaus, whose correspondence begins at this 
time. Classified reports from cruising stations, 
including the Brazil, Mediterranean, Pacific, 
East and West Indian, and home squadrons 
begin inthe years 1844-1846, and the navy yard 
reports about 1848, Of these the most valu- 
able are the captains’ letters, beginning in 1805, 
making about 350 volumes, and commanders’ 
letters, from 1804 to 1850, about 90 volumes. 
Miscellaneous letters, from 1794, about 450 vol- 
umes. In the file-room of this department are 
the warrants for the Lafayette grant and the 
pay-roll of the members of Congress of the 
Thirteenth Congress. 

‘* There is in the office of the Register of the 
Treasury an almost complete set of books of 
records of the public debt—a record of money 
loaned the United States for which bonds were 
issued, from 1776 down to the present time. 
They have been classified under the differ- 
ent States, and have their origin in the assump- 
tion of the State debts by the United States at 
the close of the Revolution. Among these vol- 
umes is the first account-book of the Treasury, 
and is labelled ‘ Waste-book, 1776.’ It contains 
a record of all moneys disbursed by the Con- 
tinental Congressto different individuals. This 
is probably the most valuable book, from a 
historical stand point, that the Treasury Depart- 
ment possesses. 


‘Of other records in this city, besidés those. 


already described, there are in the office of the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court the records-of that 


tribunal from its organization in February, 
1790, to the present time. 

‘* In the same office are the original papers 
in 129 cases which were brought before the 
courts of admiralty established before the 
several State legislatures, agreeably to the 
resolutions of Congress, November 25,: 3775, 
and January 30,1777. The docketing dgtes of 
these cases :ange fiom 1776 to 1784. These 
records contain, in many instances, the original 
letters of marque in case of the capture of a 
privateer, and such evidence as to the charac- 
ter and conduct of the captured vessel and 
circumstances of the voyage as were necessary 


‘to determine whether she was a lawful prize. 


““*On January 14, 1780, a resolution estab- 
lishing a court of appeals was adopted. Origi- 
nally, under the articles of confederation, ap- 
peals in prize cases were taken from the State 
court direct to Congress. By the statute of 
May 8, (792, the records and procee: ings of 
this court of appeals were given into the custody 
of the office of the Supreme Courtof the United 
States. 

‘* Tne records and manuscripts in most of 
the departments and offices belong generally 
to the period since those departments were 
established. There are in the Indian bureau, 
in the Department of the Interior, some collec- 
tions relating to the history of the Indian tribes 
before the Revolution, made by Jedediah Morse. 
The Post-Office Department, with some slight 
exceptions, has the records of the national 
postal system from its organization by Dr. 
Franklin in 1775. The registry of deeds of 
the District of Columbia has the documents and 
surveys of the original laying out of the city 
of Washington, with many unpublished letters 
of George Washington. 

‘* The mainargument in favor of the removal 
of the historical archives of the government to 
the library is that this is the only branch of 
the government with a special fireproof depart- 
ment for the care of manuscripts. Access to 
these priceless treasures, which belong to the 
people of the country, and many of which have 
been dearly purchased with their money, is, 
under present circumstances, denied. In no 
one of the departments or building where they 
are is there adequate provisions for scholars and 
students to consult the manuscripts. Where 
any privileges at all are accorded, students 
must do their work at such time and in such 
manner as does not interfere with the depart- 
mental work. Access to these documents is, 
therefore, not obtained by right, but by grace 
of the heads of departments. 

‘* Moreover, while the privilege of consulting 
manuscripts at the State and other departments 
is restricted, it is still further re: dered incon- 
venient by the absence of the necessary books 
of reference. The investigator who has not at 
his command the innumerable books of that 
nature has his labors doubled; but were he 
working in a great library, such as our own, 
where every endeavor is made to place all the 
printed material at his disposal, ability to do 
work would be greatly increased, and the stimu- 
lus to be received from such conveniences would 
be of lasting benefit. No institution or society 
of learning has done more for the development 
of the study of American history than the 
Historica] Society of Pennsylvania, and it has 
obtained the enviable reputation it now enjoys 
in this country, but especially abroad, by fol- 
lowing such methods of liberality as, above 
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all, should be followed by the government 
depositories of manuscripts. 

‘*In view of these facts, presented at some 
length, it seems wise that Congress should 
take action toward the concentration of his- 
torical manuscripts and original archives in 
the Library of Congress expressly built for 
such purpose.” 





PUBLISHERS PROSPERING ON MEN’S 
VANITY. 


THE bringing of a suit against a famous 
jockey by the publishers of a book purporting 
to be a collection of biographies and portraits 
of eminent turfmen, upon a subscription by 
the jockey for a number of copies, brings 
several things prominently before the public 
that of course have long been intimately known 


' in the publishing and engraving trades. One 


of these is that enormous sums of money are 
made out of human vanity. The story, as told 
by the New York Sun, is as follows: 

*“*The inducement held out to Jockey Sloan 
to subscribe for the book in question, and to 
promise to pay for the insertion of his portrait 
therein, is conceded to have been the glory of 
being permanently enrolled among the great 
men of the sporting world, and of being handed 
down to posterity as one ofthem. His defence 
to the suit of the publisher for the price of the 
service thus promised is that the company in 
which he has been placed is not what he ex- 
pected it to be, and that he is ranked, not as 
a’ hero among heroes, but as one of a lot of 
nobodies. More than a hundred other men 
and boys have been sued and are resisting 
suits on a similar state of facts. 

‘‘It is not jockeys and stable boys only 
whose vanity leads them into promising to pay 
for the supposed distinction of having their 
portraits and biographies printed in a book. 
Some half-dozen, more or less, of enterprising 
men are engaged in getting out what they call 
biographical cyclopedias or dictionaries, and 
they obtain much money fromthe people whoare 
described inthem. Their proceeding is first to 
solicit from their victims the material for their 
biographies, and the solicitation is usually 
complied with—partly out of good nature, and 
partly to prevent the errors which would occur 
if it were not. Then follows a request for a 
photograph, from which to engrave a portrait 
to be printed in the book, and, finally, a press- 
ure to subscribe for a copy of it, at anywhere 
from $25 to $100 per copy. The cost of publi- 
cation being, say $5 per copy, and the number 
of biographies being anywhere from 500 to 
1000, the profit, even if only half of the subjects 
subscribe, is evidently enormous. : 

‘“We have nothing to say in condemnation 
of the promoters of this industry. They are 
but a few among the thousands who make 
money out of human weakness. Lawyers, 
doctors, jewellers, milliners, tailors, aad even 
clergymen, live upon the passions, the vanity, 
and the fears of mankind, and if.a person can 
be persuaded to pay $100 for the pleasure of see- 
ing his biography and his portrait printed in a 
book, there is no reason why he should not be 
gratified: Onty, let‘him remember, that for all 
the glory he really gets by it he might as well 
be content with having his name printed in a 
directory, He will be, as he will be in a direc- 
tory, lost in a crowd as obscure as himself.”

A PLEA FOR A UNIFORM SYSTEM IN SECOND- 
HAND BOOKSELLERS’ CATALOGUES. 


THERE was no more delightful occupation to 
the leisured book-lovers than that of browsing 
among the leaves of the old-fashioned cata- 
logues of the second-hand bookseller. Full of 
an infinite variety, and a delicious disorder, 
their very want of arrangement and classifica- 
tion caused them to abound, not only with 
pleasant surprises but with dangerous tempta- 
tions to stray into many a ‘‘ bypath meadow ” 
of literature, and to waste one’s substance in 
acquiring books one would like to have, rather 
than to concentrate it upon those one was ac- 
tually searching and in need of. 

Next to the mild excitement of rummaging 
the ‘‘five and ten cent boxes” of the second- 
hand bookstore in the hope of a wonderful 
trouvaille, came the joy of a quiet hour or two 
with a batch of second-hand catalogues which 
were scanned with the same gentle hope and 
read with an ever-increasing regret at the lim- 
itations of one’s financial resources. 

Wise in his generation, and knowing the 
weaknesses of his ciienté/e, the wary second- 
hand bookseller has long had recourse to all 
sorts of devices to lure the bibliophile from 
page to page of his catalogue by incongruous 
and startling juxtaposition of titles, and mak- 
ing of it an olla podrida which shall bear as 
near resemblance as possible to the contents 
of his rubbish box. Some of them, not having 
sufficient faith in the merits or the attractive- 
ness of their wares to hold the attention of the 
book-hunter, have mingled with their titles 
all sorts of jokes, anecdotes, and witticisms, 
having no reference to the subjects of the 
books, but intended only to beguile him to go 
on to the bitter end. ’ 

But in these days the scholar and the 
book-hunter are busy men; they are becoming 
too wary and too practical to be tempted by 
any such guile, and are impatient at having to 
wade through the ill-digested masses that are 
too often offered tothem. Many a catalogue 
is often shelved to await that ‘‘ hour to spare” 
which never comes, and many a book is missed 
in consequence by the man who would have 
been glad to purchase it, and just as many 
sales are lost by the men who' have them to 
dispose of. 

Therefore I plead no less for the welfare of 

the busy bookman. than in the interest of the 
second-hand booksellers themselves, for a uni- 
form method of catalrguing, so that he who 
uses it can at once turnto theclass of book in 
which he is concerned. 
__It is true that some of the booksellers adopt 
some methods of classification, but it is general- 
ly in accordance more with the taste and fancy 
of the cataloguer than upon any generally 
recognized and uniform principle—and many 
of them already size their books according to 
the rules of the American Library Association. 
Why not classify them in the same manner 
and let their catalogues come @s a boon and a 
blessing to the bookman instead of a distract- 
ing and wearysome burden, while making 
them more immediately profitable to the book- 
seller himself? 

The art and science of cataloguing has 
reached a more precise condition than ever 
before, and thanks to our library association 
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and the work of our librarians it is becoming 
more widely understood and appreciated every 
day; it is time that the second-hand booksellers 
recognized it and employed it universally, and 
am sure I am voicing the desire of nearly every 
bookman in this plea for a uniform system in 
second-hand book catalogues. CHAS. WELSH. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


JAMES WENTWORTH OsGoop died on the 23d 
inst. at his home, 27 West Fifteenth Street, 
New York City. He was. born in Portland, 
Me., in 1815, and when a young man went to 
Boston, where he worked on 7he Boston Tran- 
script, owned by his uncle. Later he moved to 
Columbus, Ohio, and published books, and 
afterward to Vandalia, Ill., where he set up the 
first power press run in Illinois. Mr. Osgood 
came to New York City thirty years ago. 


THOMAS R. Knox, for many years connected 
with the publishing house of James Miller, of 
New York City, was stricken with cerebral 
hemorrhage at 11 o'clock last Friday morning, 
at the Park Row entrance to the Brooklyn 
Bridge, and was taken to the Hudson Street 
Hospital, where he died at 8 o’clock P.M., 
October 22. Mr. Knox was fifty-three years of 
age and a native of N. Y. State. Whena boy 
he entered the employ of James Miller, then 
one of the leading publishers and booksellers 
in this country. After the death of Mr. 
Miller in 1883, Thomas R. Knox, with his 
brother David, continued the business under 
the name of Thomas R. Knox & Co. The firm 
did not prosper and its affairs were wound up 
in 1890; since that time Knox devoted himself 
to the sale of subscription books. His brother 
David died several years ago.
